would  have  benefited  by  there  being  such  a person  in  the  position  of  President  in  the 
past;  and  for  these  reasons  she  did  not  think  it  a good  idea  for  Steven  Coulter  to  be 
President  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Steiman  responded  that  there  had  been  Presidents  in  the  past  who  had  no 
connection  with  the  telecommunications  industry;  that  Mr.  Coulter’s  company  does  not 
do  business  with  the  Library;  and  that  people  who  do  business  with  the  Library  are  not 
allowed  to  serve  on  Commissions. 

ACTION:  Unanimously  approved 

New  business:  On  agenda  in  error 

Public  comment:  In  response  to  Deetje  Boler’ s questions  as  to  why,  if  there  is  no 
conflict  of  interest,  has  counsel  advised  Mr.  Coulter  to  recuse  himself  and  to  whom 
Library  telephone  bills  are  paid,  Commissioner  Steiman  stated  that  she  did  not  know 
about  Library  telephone  bills  but  that  Mr.  Coulter  recuses  himself  because  people,  upon 
hearing  the  name  of  Mr.  Coulter’s  company,  think  it  has  to  do  with 
telecommunications  issues  --  which  it  does  not  with  issues  brought  up  before  the 
Library  Commission.  Commissioner  Llorente  added  that  recusal  is  used  to  avoid  any 
appearance  of  a conflict,  and  he  did  not  think  the  City  Attorney  had  told  Mr.  Coulter  to 
recuse  himself  --  that  he  had  done  it  on  his  own.
